7. ©sychological Warfare is a weapon of wer and an inetrument of peace. 
ite metnod of application depends upon national ideslogies and the world 
situation. sowever, the practice of psychological warfare has been accepted 
as a means of obteining national aims and furthering foreign policy by all 
nations. The leading exponent of Psycholozical Warfare in Horid tar Il was 
Germany and the methods used by the Sermans have been adopted as a point of 
departure by the USS. . 

8. reychological Warfare tactics and techniques as developed by the 
USSR have a potential capability, unless thwarted, of world domination 
without active combat. ‘ihe means of fighting psychological warfare are 
passive or aggressive and since the best defense will continue to be 
offensive, it is assumed that the United States will of necessity instigate 


counter psy chological warfare activities in the very near future. 
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9. The conduct of Peychological Warfare requires: 

& An overall plan initleted by the National Seeurity Councll with 
the approval of the Senate for implementation by arpropriate govermmentsl 
agencles vith the objective of combating USSR activities and furthering 
weatern idealogy. 

b. An area plen developed by the Leparitmenta of State or Vefense 
wnich 18 in cons¢nance with the everall plan end may be implemented by the 
appropriate department for the purpose of furthering foreign solic: or 
influencing selected nations. 

c. A tactical plan developed by the Yoint Chiefa of Staff in 
accordance with overall and area plane for the purpose of inflvencing the 
opposition and obtaining an immediate objective. 

10, The requirenents for developing plans may be met by workinz steffs 
in the various governmental agencies. However, the responsibility for the 
implementation of such plans requires an organization not now available 
within the structure of the Government. ‘This central peychologlcal warfare 
agency will require the means to implement white end black propaganda. 
activitles auch as performed in “World War II by 283, OWT, FAI, CIC and the 
Mliltary Services and must, of necesalty, use existing federal agencies 
to the maximum. 

11. It is conceivable that the functions of existing governmental 
agencies could be extended to include the necessary personnel, equipment 
and facilities for implementation of Psychologies] Warfare. However, the 
coordination of these activities depends on adequate communications and 
must be under centralised control. 

CONCLUSTONS 
12. it igs concluded that the functions of the existing azenciles of the 


government such as Departments of State, Defensa and Justice should be extended 


= 
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to include personnel, equipment, facilities and funds for the implementation 
of Paychological Warfure in war and in an emergency. 

13. -It is aleo concluded that a Central Paycholegical Warfare Staff 
Agency should be organised now within the State, War, Nevy and dir Force 
Coordinatin: Comittee. 

14. Thet e Uirector should be appointed as Chairman of the Agency and 
he should be charged with the responsibility for coordinating the implementa- 
tion of Psychological Warfare activities within the governmental apencilaa to 


that degree necessary for affective operation.
